To those people Mr. Marshall not

is now planning to collect. another 
fifteen million dollars ‘spec’ally for 
colonizing the Russian Jews. 

Mr. Marshall can 
styled as the true 
Jewish American pufse.” He can 
not only talk, but also ‘act for\Amer- 
ican. Jewry, and hence. his arrival 
in Paris has been regarded as an 
event of great importance. + 

The first consideration of Mr. Mar- 
shall- was the settlement of the prob- 
lem of the thousands of Jewish refu- 
gees stranded in European ports as 
a result of the restrictions of the 
American Immigration law. In con- 
sultation with the Anglo-Jewish lead- 
ers, Leanord Montefiore and Ottto 
Schiff, who met him in Paris, as well 
as with the heads of the Jewish 
Colonization Association (known as 
the I. C. A.) the executive. of the 
Jewish World Relief conferénce and 
the Directors of the United Jewish 
Emigration committee, funds amount- 
ing to about $700,000 have been sec- 
ured for the scheme of ‘settling the 
emigrants in Palestine, France and 
South America. An executive body, 
known as the United Evacuation 
committee, has been set up in Paris 
representing thé above mentioned or- 
ganizations, and immediate arrange- 
ments have been made to transport 
the stranded emigrants to permanent 
homes... The possibilities afforded by 
the- new conditions in Palestine for 
the settlement there of larger num- 
bers. of immigrants provided with 
funds will be fully. utilized. 

In addition, advantage will be taken 
of the new facilities afforded ‘by 
France for the settlement of Jewish 
agricultural laborers in the South. As 
a@ result of the war there is a great 
scarcity of agricultural laborers in 
France, and if only one Jewish fam-

When the state’ of Oregon originated’ the gasoline 
tax plan i in 1919 it was considered quite a novelty. Today 
it is effective in forty-four states and the District. of Co- 
lumbra.". Oregon. started with a collection of one cent a 
gallon. Sowh Carolina has raised the rate to five cents 
a gallon, These states—Arkansas, Nevada and North 
Carolina— have, a rate of four cents. Utah has gone to 
three and a half cents and thirteen states now collect a tax | 
of threé cents a gallon. | 
The California’ legislature raised the rate to three cents 
at the last session but Governor ‘Richardson votoed the bill, 
o California remains in the list having a two-cent gas tax. 
Only four of the. thirty-six states with a gasoline tax 
have held the rate down to, oné cent a gallon. 
‘The. states which have not adopted this plan for 
highway, building-and maintenance are New York, Massa-
